■ tbe Higli'Coart of 
Canadtu 



Funeral Service In London — The 
(TeBtimonial to the States- 
man's Widow. 

. ( From Our Own Corrospomlont.) 

Ott/wa, Deo. I-}.— At the opening of the 
Eiohcquer court to day, Mr. Juatioe Uur- 
bidgo dUaded to the greab loaa the country 
had Baatalned by the death of Sir John 
Thompaon. Mr. McCarthy, Q C, senior 
miiiibor of tho bar picaenb, made a fooling 
reply. Ho anid that ho thought Sir John 
Thonipaon was ii Btatoaman of the vury 
highest order, uoexoelled in that capacity by 
any oian of whom he bad any knowledge 
In hfa public experience. As a lawyer 
ho etaoil amidst all the tnembers of the bar 
of (Jaiiada unsurpaflBeil. No man's career waa 
moro irialtod, no man's nioro succcaaful, Tlio 
liunora whicli tlie (^hiecn had dono biiii both 
when llviu|( ;\nj (li,-ad the wlinlo country 
could but feel pridu in rcooRnizing. 

Hon. Mr Ives ecnt a telegram to the 
General Munager of llie H*uk of Hritish 
Columbia and all other bunks in Canada, 
requesting them to notify their ngenciea to 
opoQ subsarlption liatB to tlio Lidy Tliomp- 
son testimonial fund. Due Montreal gentle- 
man tO'duy subscribed a thousand dollars. 

To-dav'H telegrams of condolence included 
Lady Wrixon, Archbishops O'Hrien and 
Uloary, the governmont of Nova Scotia, 
GuDcral Herbert, and scares of others. 

Mr. Coste, chief epgineor of the Pnblic 
Works Department, left for Halifax to day 
to make arrsngementa for a atate funeral. 
No special instrnotiona have been given 
him. He «raa told to aot acoordlnf; to hia 
best jadgiqent. He will oonaolt with Qen- 
eral Moiitgomary Moore, the mayor, the 
Dominion and provinolal oiSoiala, and tet 
the wheela in motion, that the last honors 
to the illustrious dead may ba paid without 
any hitch, The Premier reoelved the fol- 
lowing dispatoh from Hon. W. S. Fieldini;, 
Premier of Nova Sootia, to-night : " The 
provincial buildings at Halifax will be at your 
service if desired for the arrangements in 
onneotinn with Sir John Thompson's 
funeral." The kindly feelicK which die- 
tttted the foregoing is recognized in Mr. 
Bowell's reply; " Acoppt tho sincere thanks 
of the governmeut for your kind and 
thoughtful offer ; will communicate with 
you rospeoting it later." 

London, Ddo. 14 — At Ihe rcijuest of Sir 
Charles Tuppor, .Canadian high commis- 
sioDcr, Mr. \Vm. Reynolds Stephens and 
Mr. Joseph Whitehead each took a plaster 
oast of tho face of tho late Sir John Thomp- 
son lor tho purpose of making a bust of tho 
deooased Premier of Canada. Tho remains 
were then placed in a leikdcn colIin and re- 
mcved to the Roman Catholic church in 
Spmish Place. Tho colh a on arriving at the 
ohui ch was covered with poll of rich vel- 
vet with golden crosses and heavy fringe. 
It bore tho InBcription in Latin : *'I am the 
resurrection and tho life." Upon the pail 
the two wreaths which were placed by the 
Queen upon the o^fBa at ^Vindaor Caatle, 
rested permanently. The body was pre- 
oodcd by noolytea bearing lighted tapers 
and the cross. They wero followed by the 
rector. Canon Barry. After being oarried 
down the aisle the coffin was plicad under 
the catafalque on a line with the altar upon 
a railed platform covered with purple and 
gold oarpat. On either aide of the platform 
were aix iinmenae candles in megnifiocDt 
gilb oandplabra. 

Lord Hawksbury repreaented the Queen, 
and among those prsaeut were the Marquis 
of Ripon, the aocretary of atate for the col- 
onies ; Sir Oharlea Topper oitd Lady Tap- 
per, who oarried a beautifnl floral oroaa, 
and Miss Thonipaon, diiughter of the de< 
oeaaed Premier, who was deeply alTic'^od 
throughout the service. There were also 
preaent Senator and Mra. Hatiford, Hir J. A. 
Gorrick, Sir J. Osborne Morgan and Mr. 
Kdward VA'infield, C 1! , of tho Colonial 
Ollioo ; Mr. J 8. Cft Jlorau, Becrotary of 
tho Colonial Instiiu'o ; Mr. Hargrave, of 
Toronto ; liaroii do Courc.'l, Frencti ambas- 
aador ; Baron Tennycnn, thu Hon. Cecil 
Rhndes, proinier of Capo Colony ; and 
M'- j ir JmiiiiRon, tho ndmliiiat ratnr of tho 
British South African Company ; Ki.rl Jcr- 
ficy, who was the roproaonta ivo of llio l!rit- 
IhIi goTernmont at tho intercolonial confer- 
oncii re'JLMitly held at Ottawa; Haron 
MountBli-(ihen, formerly prealdunt of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway ; Sir ('harlcs Len- 
nox I'del, i;lcrk of tho Privy Council ; Sir .S. 
.Samuel, ogont-goneral for Now South 
^Valee ; Ri)l)ort Ilorhirt, agent general for 
Tasinauia ; Sir Cliarles Millf, agont-goneral 
for tho Capo of (load Ho|}0 ; (Jcneral Laurie, 
tho Hon. Thomas Playlord and iiiuny 
others. 

]{y desire of the Queen, Father Longinoto 
of I ho Steward's ehapol, Windsor, oolo- 
lirated tho requiem mass at II o'clock, Tho 
eervice was very impreesivo and lastod an 
hour. It waa concluded by the chanting of 
the abaolnlioD, and the remaina were re- 
turned to the private ohapel of the oharob, 
where' ibey were aurroanded by tapera 
Tho ooffla ia of mahogany with -gilt monnb- 
ingn, Beth the outer oofBn and the leaden 
ooilia inside lb have plate glass panels. 
There waa only a modornto attendance at 
mass owing to the dieagrocably cold, damp 
weather. Miaa Thnnipson, accompanied by 
the Senator and Mrn. Sjnford, oconpisd a 
Boat immodiatoly in front of the altar and 
facing tho oollin. Afior tho ooflin was 
brought into tho church tho wreath and 
oroaa from Liidy Tuppor and the wreath 
from the doail iiiau'a tiaughtor wore placed 
upon it. 

At tho ODnclusioD of tho sorvico many 
friends took a last look at tho il lud Promior. 
On tho oollin was a plato with the liiaorip- 
tior, "Tho Right Hon. Sir John H. 1). 
Thompaon, P. (!., K. C, M. G , M. P , Q 
C, died M Windsor Castle, Doc 12, 1801, 
aged 50 years. Rt(|uioooat in pace." Tho 
collia wuH removed thia aflernoon to the 
private mortuary, whoro ilwill remain until 
Dccombor 18, when it will be taken ito 
Liverpool. 

Among the oallera at tho Canadian oQloo 
to-day to express oondolenco wore Lord 
Mountstcphon. Right. Hon. Lnonard H. 
Courtney, M.P. ;. Sir Robert Herbert, agent 
general for Tosmania; Sir Wostley Peroivul, 
Hon, Mr, Playford, Sir Saul Samuel, 
agent general in Loudon for the colony of 
Kew Soubh Walea, and Sir Cbarlea Lennox 
Peel, olark of the Privy Conneil. 

The chamber at Ganl)on«r, in whioh the 
body of Sir John Xhompaon rosta, la draped 



heivlly. Tho walla are black and the metal 
of the chandelier is draped in black cloih 
A large cross was placed on the coffin this 
evening. The body ia not watched by 
priests and no tapera or candlea are burning 
in the room. No further sorvioas over the 
body will be held in England. 

The London Chamber of Commerce to-day 
passed resolutions concerning Sir John 
Thompson's deoth and appointed a oommit- 
tee to request Sir Charles Tupper to express 
their Borrow and sympathy with Lady 
Thompaon. Similar action will be taken by 
the oommerclal associations in Liverpool, 
Glasgow, Manohoster and other cities. 

A dispatoh from Gibraltar to-night "aid 
that tho cruiser Blenheim, whioh ia to carry 
tho body to Canada, sailed for Kngland at 
9 o'clock this evening. 

Bynipniliy IVItli Lady TlioinpHOD.

JAPANESE ADVANCE 

Within a Short Dlstimce of Houthport— I'rliifc 
Kuiii? Vlrtuiillv Chliicse Dictator. 

London, Doc, 1-i — A New Chwang dis- 
patch aaya the Japaneae are within thirteen 
miles of Southport. A Nanking dispatch 
says LI Hung Chang's nephew, Chang, haa 
been arretitod for speculating and the 
property haa been seized. ATien.Tsin dis- 
patch aaya that an order haa been iianed for 
the arreat of Li Hung Chang'a aon-in-Iaw for 
frandalent praotioea. Shing, the taotal of 
Tien Tain, ia reported to have been dis- 
miaaed from offioe on aooonntof hia inability 
to raise a war loan. He will be auooeeded 
by Wang Fah Wboong. 

A dtrpatch to the Timea from Tientain 
Bays Prince Eung, preaident of the Taung 
Li Yamen, preaident of the admiralty and 
co-director in the war operations, haa been 
appointed president of the grand council. 
Thia makes him dictator virtually, and will 
facilitate a settlement when the Japanese 
are ready to treat for peace. 

The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
Bays that tho Japaneao war minister will go 
to Port Arthur, probably to ascertain the 
baaia of porsiatent rumors that tho Japanese 
eoldiers killed civilians after tho capture of 
the town. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says Gen. Wie, 
who was supposed to have bean executed for 
cowardice at Ping Vang, ia in prison at Pa- 
king, Ho admits that the man beheaded as 
Gen. Wie waa procured at hia instigation to 
rooroaent him.

TBSSEL OVBBDUEi. 

Several Ships Still Oat Detained By the 
Stonna of the I«at Few Daya. 

San Franoisco, Deo. 14 — Among the 

overdue vessels which arrived at San Fran- 
clseo from British Columbia porta on Thurs- 
day after terrible experiences at sea 
was the ship India, which reached 
port in a most disabled condition. 
Her cargo shifted, her hull leaked and her 
sails were very much injured. The steamer 
Willamette, three days overdue, arrived 
aafflly, but after a wild experience, Tho 
WttlU Walla also had a rough time and was 
a day overdue. Among the ships still out 
are the Storm and Glen Louis, impa- 
tiently looked for at Portland, 
both In ballast. A Port Townsend press 
dispatoh aaya a lumber-laden vessel is be- 
lieved to have been wrecked on the coast 
bdow Cape Flattery, A badly bottered 
main hatch drifted ashore in tho vicinity of 
Ozotte river, and also a largo amount of 
heavy beam timber.

Mr. Bowell's Selection Strongly Ap- 
proved— Few Cabinet Changres 
Likely to Follow. 



Speculations as to the Dispositioa of 
the Yaeant Fort- 
folio. 



(From Our Own Correspondent!.) 
Ottawa, Dee. 14.— When it waa annoanO' 
ed at 7 o'clock laab evening, by Hon. Mr. 

Bowell himself, that no one had been en- 
trusted with tho duty of forming a ministry, 
it wos never expected that Hia Eioo'lenoy 
would take any action in that direction dur- 
iog the later hours of the oveniug. He did, 
nevertheleaa, and Lord Aberdeen aenfe for 
Sir Frank Smith who auggeated that Hon. 
Mr. Bowell should bo entrusted with the 
duly. 

Sir Frank confirmed this to-night. Said 
ho to your correspondent : " It \» true that 
His Excellency did me the honor of oonanltillK 
nie as to tho forniatlonof a newminiatry,bntl 
told him at onco that I waa not a oandidate 
for the olHco of Premier, and aa it would nob 
suit mo I auggeated that ho should sond for , 
acting Premier Bowell. We had a long 
talk, but of courso I do not feel at liberty to 
repeat what transpired I think," continued 
Sir Frank, " that I could not have give His 
ExooUeuoy better advice. I have known 
Mr. Bowell for a great many years, and al- 
though he has boon a strong Orangeman and 
very earnest and outspoken in his opinions, 
aa ho has a perfect right to bo, yet I have 
never known him to say an ofTenaivo word 
against tho Roman Catholica or to do any- 
thing which they could regard as oirensive." 

It was after ten o'clock last night when 
Mr. Gordon, tho Governor-General's soorc- 
tary, camo down to tho Rueaoll houso to 
Bay that Hia Excellency would like to seo 
Mr. Bowell at hia ofKce in the Eastern 
block, and it was on tho stroke of eleven 
when the new Premier emerged from his in- 
terview with tho Governor-General. The 
few who learned what hia excellency bad 
done extended their warmest congratala- 
tions to Mr. Bowell. Judging from all one 
can hoar to-day, public opinion emphatioal- 
ly endorses Lord Aberdeen's choice. Tele- 
grams of congratulation and pledges of nn- 
swerving support from leading membera of 
the Conservative party In all parts of Can- 
ada have been pouring in all day. The new 
Premier, who ia esaentiiklly a baay man at 
all timea baa had an ardnona day, being for 
the most part engaged In constrnoting hia 
ministry. 

Tho personnel of the new administration 
will not be known for a day or two, bnb 
under any circumatacces It ia thought there 
will not be many changes, poesibly one or 
more new men will be brought into the 
cabinet, but the country may rely upon It 
that whoever la ohosen by Mr. Bowell aa bis 
associates at the council board, they will be 
men whom the country will recognize as 
possessing ability and strength. Ttiere are 
a number of questions whioh have to be 
considered in the formation of a new 
cabinet. First of all, what department will 
tho Premier himself take? Everything 
points to the necessity of as perfect freedom 
as possible for Mr. Bowell from the turmoil 
of active departmental work. It ia thought, 
therefore, that he will take the presidency 
of the Privy Council, the portfolio which 
Sir John Thompson was arranging to lake, 
in order to relieve him from the heavy prea- 
sure of work in tho Department of Justice, 

If Mr, Bowell retires from the depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, a man will 
bo required to take that portfolio, who 
ia thoroughly in sympathy with the impor- 
tant meaaures whioh Mr, Bowell has initiat- 
ed. Then again the question is disousaed as 
to whether Mr. Bowell should remain in the 
Senate or accept a aeat in the Commons. 
There would be no diiBculty, of course. Id 
at once securing a oonatituenqf for him. It 
ia urged by aome that Mr. Bowell ahould re- 
main in the Senate, where he will have time 
at hia disposal and leaa work than in the' 
Commons, Hon. Mr. Foster taking the 
leadetabip of the Commona. This arrange- 
ment will probably be made. 

Somo Conaervatlvea assume that neoea- 
sarily a Nova Scotian must bo brought into 
the cabinet to fill Sir John Thompaon'a 
place, and omong tho namefl mentioned la 
this connection ore Mr, Kenny, tho senior 
men>bor for Halifax, a gentleman who is 
personally popular, of marked ability, of 
aterling probity, and ample moans. Another 
name mentioned ia that of Mr. Dickey, 
M.P. for Cumberland. Mr. Dickey has the 
(Hialifioationa of ability, youth, energy and 
iuduB'ry. If one atepa outaide of Nova 
Scotia and looks abroad in tho Maritime 
provinces for a capable man for a cabinet 
poeition. Senator Donald Forguaon's name 
is favorably mentioned. Mr. Ferguson 
aa loader of the Prince Edward Island Con- 
servatives, is known aa a man of great 
onergy, of puhlic spirit and considerable 
ability. It is felt he would be a credit in 
any position that ho might bo called upon to 
till. All thia, however, is more apeculation, 
A deputation, I hear, is coming to Ottawa 
to press Mr. Ferguson for tho appointment. 
So far as one oan learn to-nighb, the first 
minister has not asked any outsider to join 
him, but In a day or two publio interest la 
the formation ot the cabinet will be at rest. 
The ofBcial annoucoemont of the ministry 
will probably be made on Tuesday, when 
Sir C. H. Tupper Is hero.

TEKNOS.

On Saturday Bobecb MoDongall, post- 
master, and one of oar best known oitizens, 
breathed his last The immedikto cause of 
death was lookjaw. For nearly nine years 
Mr. MoDougall had been a resident of this 
town and district. Ho was a native of 
EldoD, Ont., and about .36 years of age. For 
■ome time he resided at Lindsay, Out,, 
where Me father tilled tho position of sheriff 
of Vlotoria county. Coming West with the 
constraotioQ of the C. P. R. in 1882 ha Srst 
engaf^ed in businesa at Moosejaw, N.VV T. , 
and in the spring of 1884 he moved to Lag- 
gun. In the fall of 1886 he came to this 
city. His appointment as postmaster dates 
from early in 1891. 

Salmon Arm is looking np and is likely to 
have a small boom next summer. A $3,000 
hotel is likely to be constructed there. The 
onterprisB is in the hands of two fiiet olais 
men, Mr. John Hutchison, of Vernon, a 
thorough pusher, and Mr. Duncan Cameron, 
of LansdowDe hotel, Lansdowne. 

Mr, F. Adrian Meyer has for some time 
been experimenting in the manufacture of 
house tiles such aa aroused in the building 
of the better class of Japanese dwellings. 
Ho has succeeded in producing an excollenb 
quality of tllo from olay found on his prop- 
erty adjoining the city. Tho tiles are made 
of a thioknese of about one inch and are 
abont twelve inches square. A building of 
this otass has the advantage of being aheo- 
lately fire-proof. Tho cost, whero freight 
has not to be paid, would probably bo no 
greater than that of any ordinary wooden 
bnilding. The olay used is of a blue color, 
absolutely free from alkali, and a praclioally 
unlimited supply is to befoand in proximity 
to the oity. 

Tm&eya, geesevand other poultry for the 
boltdity trade are being imported from 
Winnipeg by local dealers, the supply ob- 
tainable in this diatrlot nob being equal to 
the demand. The average farmer is content 
to see tons of batter and lard brought in 
from the East ; he smiles complacently 
when he manages to sell a few hogs at 4^ 
ots. per lb , and tho fact that hams and 
bacon retail for from 15 to 20 cents per lb. in 
town, dooa not appear to make any impres- 
sion upon him. Ho could easily got from 
25 to 40 cents per dozen for eggs the year 
round, and if hu manufactured good butter 
it could be readily aold at ,'1;') conte por lb., 
but if ho can raiao a little wheat acd enough 
money to meet tho interest on tho Ine^itablo 
mortgage he is apparently saliBfiod. Wheat 
was a miserably poor crop last summor, and 
under the same oircumstancea would again 
fail. It is about timo that tho farmers be- 
gan to realize that if thoy are to keep their 
heads above water they must gi\e their at- 
tention to mixed farming, and handle aoma 
of the good hard cash that la now going Into 
the pooketa of Eaatern doalera in farm pro 
duoe. 

Alderman Megaw'a prediction that a 
farther drop in the price of ilour would soon 
ensne has been verified. Prices have since 
then come down 40 cents per barrel in this 
oity, while on tho coast flour tias gooe ap 
25 cents. 

Enderby people are anxioas to see a Qrst- 
class sawmill establiahed at that point, An 
almost UDlimited eupply of flr, pine and 
codar can be obtained without difEoulty. 

Stock of all kindu are in aplondld order 
this fall, and some of tho best boof over dis- 
played In Vernon may bo found at tlio looul 
moat markota. 

The ci(/[ir munufaclurora to whom was 
submitted eampleo of tobacco i^rown at Ko- 
lowno have given such favorahio roporla on 
tho quality of the product that it ia prcbab'o 
that thia new industry will become a profit- 
able one in the valley. Soverol of tho 
farmora near Kelowna and UonvouUn will 
give thia crop u trial next year. 

Rev. (i H. Roid waa on Saturday taken 
to Sicamous, whoro ho waa nut by Dr. 
Bell, of Winnipeg, who will take him to 
friends in Manitoba. The Doobor, who has 
bad large ozperioooe in mental dlsordora, 
was of the opinion that Mr. Reid was suf- 
fering from an attack of acute mania, which 
would probably prove bo be of a temporary 
natare. 

Rev. T. W. Winfield, chaplain to Lord 
Aberdeen, is spending a few weeks at tho 
Coldstream ranch. 



HEWFODNDLAND BANKS.

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OUTCOME OF THE WAE. 



Farther' Gommnnidstioa With', the 
American Paotfle— How Port 
Art^inr Fell. 



The Japanese Prepared for Heavy 
Flfirhtlntr— Peace Party (irow- 
lug iu the Empire. 



ToKlo, JapjD, Nov. 29 — (Corroapondenoo 
of the United Preea via San Franoiaoo, Deo. 
14.) — One of the outoomen of the war ba- 
tween China and J«p»n will boa nov lino 
°Df ateaniera from the lafcter oountrf to the 
United States. The relation of cause and 
effect la notaolf-evidont hero, but the matter 
stands thus : When the war oommenood the 
Japaness guvernment had imm(di<>to need 
of transports. - Reooursa was bad to the 
vatiouB native ittipptni; oompanies, the min- 
istera of the otowd b'eing'resolved to avoid 
the ccmpHoations incidental to empl oylni ; 
foreign owned veaBcls for military purpoata. 
A flset of about seventy steamers was quick- 
ly oolleoted. Of oonrse the withdrawal of 
■o many yessels from the maritime carry- 
Ing trade OAuaed great inoonvenienci 
to metchants. The chief drafts had 
to bo made upon the ships of the Jupan 
M«il 9 9. G" (Nippnu Vmon Kaish"), und 
the iiiiidon divuroioii of more thvin half if 
thorn to wurliUe purpoeos could not ftil to 
be aovcroly felt by shippers of gooda lai- 
mediate att pa were tuktn to eupply the do- 
ticlenoy. Tiio company received umhorily 
from the trcaaury to buy freely and Iho ro 
suit was that within four montha Hvcnty 
liirgo ateamera wore added to its 11 :ot ut a 
cobt of 8OII10 Kix millinn yon. Bur, in the 
moiuwhile, the nation had leariicd u vivid 
IsBSOQ, l5 umJeratanda rrnw the vital im- 
portanoo of poaanaaiiif; a fljot of ttoamera 
capaljlo of tranaportiug lurj-o bodies of 
troops at a monneai'd colico and cap- 
able also of aervipg as armed criiiseia 
For auoh ateamers there is only one commer- 
oial use at present, nainuly, to ply between 
Japan and the U S. It bus long been an 
ambition of Japaii'u to extend her maritime 
enterprise to the ahorea of her great and 
friendly neighbor, and her hesitation to 
make tho effort will have been cotnpletely 
dispelled before the oonoluaion of thia war. 
The steamers employed will h) of the fioeHt 
and Bwlfteat type, performiog the co^an 
jnamey in nine or ten days and bringing 
Kew York within a Utile more than a fort- 
night of Tokio. Thus the reault of the war 
will be not only to add largely to the tfB- 
oienoy of Japan's costwiae marine by in- 
oreaaini; its numerioal atrength, bub also to 
establish oloaer oontaob between the great 
repnblio and the empire of the RIaing Sun. 

Port Arthur fell into the hands of the 
Jupanese on the 2Utattd^adof Ifovember, 
just a month nfcer the transports oarrying 
ita besiegern had steamed away from the 
shores of Japan. The manner of its fall 
astounded everyone, not excepting the Jup- 
anese themselves. Theoretically the place 
was impregnable against attack from the 
le'i front. Ou the land side its defences 
were not so strong, but there had been am- 
ple time to strODglhen them and abundant 
material was at hand, while nature had lent 
powerful aid by throwing around the west 
of tho fortreaa a aemi-cirole of liilla varying 
in height from 300 to G.oOO feet, and otrer- 
ing ideal aitea for battorica and entrench- 
menta. An Engliah newspaper correspond- 
ent writing from the place tet# days before 
its full told how thouaanda of Chineao in- 
fantry and cavalry, well disoiplined and 
armed with magaz'ne rifl^a of the moat ap- 
proved pattern, were drilling for houra 
every day, and declared unhesitatingly that 
the Japanese could never take it, that 
they missed their opportunity, that the 
f;arrtaon were fully prepared and that Port 
Arthur would justify the preseienoe of those 
who had foreseen a moment when the petty 
tide of Japanese aggreaeion would be aa 
foam againat the rook of China's vast re- 
snnroee. The Japanese did not underrate 
their task. On the eve of tho receipt of the 
liaal news their military experts said grave- 
ly there would be a heavy loss of life. The 
slow marofa of events in the peninsula had 
also begun to wear an ominous look. Chin 
Chow and Talien were taken on the 6 th and 
7th of November. Thenoe to Port Arthur 
the distance waa only forty milea, yet two 
weeks ptased and the attaok had not been 
delivered. There had been no actual re- 
verses. Evil tidiogs of this nature would 
have tr<tvelted swiftly, but the apparent 
beaitatioa of a man like Lieut - 
nant • General Yamsj!, who is the 
Japanese ideal of stern determination, 
uDil daring, seems to imply the exiatenco ol 
moat formidable obataolea. Misgivings g^ew 
stronger when it waa leurnod that there had 
boon u proposal to ruah the place on the 
heela of tbe fugitivea from Talis and Chin 
Chow, but that Yamaji hud ehaken hie head 
and aaid, " Wait." Vol after all, Vamuji's 
" Wait " meant only that ho wanted nia 
eirfjo tr/biri. Thirty ) '2 centimetre guns and 
six rilled iiKirtiirH wore atili on bo;»rd ahij) 
To luiid lliem at tho originul pluuo of do- 
barkiktlon would bwo involvi'd im ovi^rhvud 
journey of IL'H iiiilc-a, mid big guns ilo not 
croea riuiuntuins emily or travel swiftly along 
nitrow roudn ulrtady insutiioient for the 
p.iaeugo cjf troopa. Therefore Y-.maji'i) pUu 
was to keep hia aiego train on board ahip 
until Tuliou hi\d b-en captured. 

Talien ia within forty niilos of Tort 
Arthur. It has a n.agnitioeut harbor 
tully equipped with atoon jetties, lift- 
ing crauea and all paraphernalia of 
a modern naval station. Vaumji intended 
that the ajpliancea prepared eo carefully by 
the Chinnso for their own use should be 
turned to the udvantatrn of ilio iuvadota 
He took Talien on the 7'.h of November, 
and so soon aa tho harbor hud bac.n freed of 
ita pavement of torpedoes tho Japanese 
Steamed iu and landed a cargo of big guou 
These heavy pieces furnishml the hey to the 
scheme of attack. The Chinese defences 
weire to be battered into an approachable 
condition before the stormiog parties ad- 
vanced against them. It was a programme 
baaed ou tho Brat prinolplea of modern 
strategy, ami the 20th of Novembsr saw its 
i;oi;Butnuiation when a hnndcejd guns of 
hoa/y artillery, field and mountain 
pieces and mortar rained a storm of 
shell and shot against the Chinefo 
ontronohmontB from dawn to duak That; 
wis th'.i interpretation of grim Vamuji's 
wailing. At daybreak on tho morning of 
the '21nC tliii J .panean moved to tho aeaikult. 
They wore in three divlBioua, tho wings be- 
ing obargod willi tho immeilialo duty of 
oaoalado, tho centre with the function of 
maintaining u cannonade and (urniahitg ro- 
aorvoB to either 11 inks. Tho (Iliimieo fought, 
but tho backbopu had been knocked out of 
their roaistanod by the furinuj Uro of tho 
preceding day. It wos a quoslion ot noting 
the hour when each fort of tho ontronoh- 
ments fell. Half-past eight, half-past eleven, 
two o'clock, and ao forth, piecemeal de- 
fences sacoumbed, and before evening the 
whole position wos virtually won, though 
not nntil tho forenoon of tho 2'2ad wero tho 
last of tho forts on the sea front oooupiod. 
Aa aanal the Chinese oolbpaed in the lat- 
ter Bt»gei of the oonfltoi. Xhey have a 



praoffcil method of battlo. It oonsists in 
ioferriog from the issue of tho first commin- 
■ion the value of their capacity for suooets 
ful rosistaoca and regulating their subse- 
quent conduct by tha inference. Conclud- 
ing that the game was lost at Port Arthur 
they devoted themgelves to abscoodiug. As 
the Japanese wore qnite^willing to facilitate 
their escape It Is possible thqt a large num- 
ber of the 20,000,formbig,the garrison got 
away. Aa yet details "are not forthcoming. 
On the Jupanese aide the casualties seem to 
have been about dOO. } On the Chinese some 
3,000. No attempt was. made to destroy 
the dockr, the various foirms of apparatus, 
the material of war and the harbor craft. 
Everything foil into the hands of the aaaaiN 
ants. 

There have been ao many mmors of medi- 
ation between China and Japan that the 
recently ciroulated intelllgenoe of an offer in 
that direction from President Cleveland was 
not immediately credited. Yet the Presi- 
dont did really try to step into the breach. 
Hia mo ivo was essentially friendly to 
Japan, thinking that he detected signs of a 
coalition of Kuropoan powers to dictate 
peace and perceiving thot Japan must sur- 
render many of tho juat fruita of her victory 
in the pretence of such interference, ho sug- 
gested tho advisabllily of coming to terms 
ac once and tendered hia own good offiooa for 
tho purpose. The Japanese government, 
however, knowing that a European coali- 
tion need not be apprehended, replied in 
that sense, at tho same time intimating its 
own natural desire that China should sue 
directly. Before that answer could bo con- 
veyed to him, Mr. Cleveland had himself 
discover! d ihut tho apprehension inspiring 
hia ( ller need not bo entertained and so the 
proj 'ct was abandoned by mutud consent. 
Hut Japan is oertaiDly ssnaiblo of America's 
friendly intentions, 

A peace party Is gradually growing up in 
Jupan, the motive ol its formation being de- 
rived party from a general aenae of the Buf- 
fering and losses entailed by the war and 
partly from the conoeption of the immense 
issues involved in the disintegration of the 
CnincBO empire. Should China be subjected 
to a continuance of military diaaatera, the 
roiynirg dynunty may be overthrown, which 
would reault in a state of anarchy and pro- 
voke fortign aggreaainn. Japan does not 
want to kill China in order that Oriental 
vultures may feed on tho oarcasos. She 
thinks thatahe socB themalrondy hoveringon 
the horlzm. While some of tho vernacular 
journals cry out that tho terms ot peace 
muat include a substantial acceaa of terri 
tory to Japan others denounce such a claim 
as entirely beyond tho scope of tho objects 
for which the war waa originally begun. 

On November '21 the Japaneao minister 
of state for finance announced tho issue of 
a domestic loan cf 50,000,000 yen ($20,- 
000,000 gold approximately), being the 
second instalment of tho total war fund 
voted by the diet in ita recent ppecial aus- 
sion. The first instalment of .'iO.OOO.OOO yen 
was placed on the market in August. The 
loan was subsoribed nearly three times 
over, and the 5 per cent, bonds were all 
taken by tho public at par, a portion oven 
selling at a premium. 

Japan's Bothcbilds, tho Mitau! family, 
have presented to tho state an extensive 
plant of maohinery for the casting of heavy 
guns. An arsenal to receive thia costly 
eciuipment is to be sat up in Moji, a town on 
the straits of Shimonoseki that has sprung 
into sudden prosperity ..as a distributing 
centre of the ooal mines of North Kiushu. 

The Japanese army in Manchuria is puih- 
ing steadily. towards Moukden. It has juat 
attacked and taken Motienling, a town one 
hundred miles beyond the Yala river. 
There is little probability that any serious 
resistance Will be eoooantered. nntil Monk- 
den itself is reached. In the meanwhile 
anarchy prevails in all the districts of Man- 
churia.

THE TBSTIMONIAL. 

It is and to learn that Sir John Thompson 
while serving hia country ably and faithfully 
was not in a poaition to make ade- 
quate provision for hia family.

Ho was d 
poor man when he was called from tho 
Hoaoh of Nova Scotia to become a member 
of the Government of the Dominion, and 
althongb he devoted the whole of hia tlmo 
and his very great ability to the service of 
the people of this Dominion to tho very last 
day of his life, he was a poor man when ho 
was so auddenly and ao unexpectedly called 
away. 

It must not be said that tho people of 
Canada left the widow and children of tho 
man who served them ao faithfully, ao dia- 
intfifestedly and so efFeotively as Sir John 
Thompion did, to struggle with the world 
for a bare living unaided. The appeal to 
them 80 promptly and ao judiciously made 
by tho coUeugnea of tho lato Premier will, 
wo aro sure, meet with an imniediuto and a 
generoua roaponso. By Bubaorihiug liber- 
ally to the testimonial fund Canadiana can 
at once best show their appreciation of tho 
servloea of Sir John Thompson and their 
sympathy with his bereaved wife and ohil- 
dren. 

THE NEW PREMIER, 



The action of tho Governor-Oonoral in 
calling upon the Hon. MaokEDzio Bowell to 
form a new Government ' will, we think, 
meet with the approval of the Conservative 
party in all parts of tho Dominion, Mr. 
Bowell haa been long a prominent figure in 
the political history of Canada. Tho part 
he haa acted haa boon ono most servicoablo 
to the oounliy and creditable to himself 
peraonally. 

It will be readily admitted that be la not 
what la called, a brilliant man, but hia ability 
ia far above tho average and hia judgment 
haa boon ripened by e.xperionco. Ho haa 
long occupied Important poaitioiio in tho 
Government of the country, and has shown 
nnnauftl oapteity u as adminiatrator. He 
haa performed difficult and delicate dntlea 
. in tuob a way as to gain for him the reapeot 
of men of all partioa. Ho haa rigidly ad- 
hored to what ho believed tj bo tho 
right, and hia conaciontiour.noBa has 
been so apparent that even thoao who 
did not agree with hia deoislona. never for a 
moment thought of questicbing bta Integrity 



ROUSED AT LAST. 

Our astute evening contemporary, after a 
period of profound reflection, is at last awake 
bo the Bignifiaanae of the Report of the Com- 
missioners whom the G.ivernmont appointed 
to inquire into the ociidition of the Proviu- 
ciul Lunatic Asylum. It aeomed at first as 
if it was disposed to troat that report as bo- 
log of aniall oonsrguence, affording perhaps a 
little material lor adverae oiitioismof the 
Government with respect to some proposed 
reforms sf no partionlar importance. 

It has alnoB found ont that an " espoi- 
ure " hsa been made and that the feelings 
which that expoauro has evoked are "horror" 
and "diiguat." The horror and diaguat on 
the part of tho Timea, it may bo said, come 
little late. It evidently required a 
second pernaal of the report and 
perhaps a hint or two from 
outsiders to realize that there was anything 
in the report at which to be horrified and 
diaguated. Now, however, it aooms deter- 
mined to makeup for lost time. It blames 
the Governmentfor not having made the ex- 
posure before. It seems to forget that the 
Government institnted the inquiry of ita 
own motion. It waa not atimulatod to do 
so by any promptings of tho Opposition 
preas. Tho truth acems to be that tho Op- 
position newapapers, both in Weatminater 
and Vanoouver, were under the impreasion 
that the management of the Asylnm waa 
what It seemed to be and that there waa 
nothing to find fault with, Indeed the first 
inalnuationa of blame uppoar to havo been 
reaonlcd by thoao who were almoat on the 
spot and who had tho beat opportunitiea of 
finding out whether or not there wan any- 
thing wrong with the management of the in- 
atitntton. In truth the abasea might have 
gone on for yoars longer before the Opposi- 
tion papers would have as much aa hinted 
that on inquiry into tho manogemoiil ol thu 
Asylum was needed. Kven after the Com- 
miaaion was appointed and had dono ita 
work it wonid have been easy for the Gov- 
ernment to have made the reforms needed 
and to have kept the results of tha Inquiry 
a departmental secrot. But the Govern- 
ment knew that tho intereala of hiimanity 
rcMiuired thut the abuaea of tho mac- 
Kgeinect (bould bo made public, and con- 
scqaently tha Commiaslonera' report and 
the evidence taken by them were placed 
upon the table of the House of Aaaembly 
and given to the newspapers with the least 
possible delay. Most probably tho (lovorn- 
mont like uU the rest of tho coiiunuiiity be- 
lieved that tho Aaylum was well and liu- 
manoly managed, and wo do not know that 
thoy bad reason to believe that abuses had 
been allowed to creep into the inatitutloo 
when tho Commission was appointed. They 
concluded, however, that it was time that 
the troatmcut of patienla wim ir(juirtd into 
and, aa wo see, iho Uommisfiioiiera whom 
tliuy uppointod did thoir duty without 
fear, favor or affection, and every uewapapor 
reader In the Province sees the result, Tho 
Government, instead of being carped at for 
doing ita duty with respect to the Asylum, 
doserves the thanka of tho community for 
having caused the abuaes of its management 
to bo expr.aod and corrected at a time of per- 
foot quietude with regard to it— a time, too, 
when every one. Opposition aa well as Gov- 
ernment, believed it to be a well conduutod 
institution.

At tho weekly mooting of the Sir ^VIlIia^l 
Wallace bocloty last night, the secretary 
read a very intoreoting paper — written by 
Mr. J V. Siiiitb, of IS\uv WeatnJnister — 
the aul j.'Ct luing " Celtic Litoratiiro. " As 
to 1)0 expected from a Celtic acliolar like 
iSIr. Smith, the paper Wiia ono breathing all 
tho fiery palrlotiam of tho tJelt. llo men- 
tioned how little non-daelic speaking people 
know of the treiiauren contained in the 
Gaelic languege, and said that two hundred 
and moro would scarcely bo suliijiont to 
represent Iho lyrioiaia of the Highlands. 
This was inexouaable, it robbud Seotland of 
half her glory. After referring in a general 
uy to thoHu Gaelic poets, he wont on to 
show that owing to the prejudice prevailing, 
and which has boon ever encouraged by the 
Kngliah people, against the Gaelic language, 
niuoh harm had been done. Ho referred to 
Culloden, Glenooe and several other hialorl- 
oal events to show how much had been done 
to stamp out, if possible, all trace of those 
people, their language and tradition. Ho 
referred to Oaslan, in the fifth century, as 
the Homer of antiquity, and said tho char- 
acteristics of Geltio poetry were that the 
language is masoulfne in Its strength, ex 
pressive in its meaning and copious in its 
diotion. Through the influence of Christian- 
ity tho intellect of the Celts turned towards 
philosrphy, and before tho twelfth centu'y 
tbo universities in KuropoRoom to have been 
oacupidl by Scottish imd Irish scholars. He 
rtferi ed to the revival of C'eltio literature as 
being duo to Max Mullor, of Oxford, and 
hold that moro intcroBt la taken in Cdltio 
literature In Franco to day than in any 
other country. Afterwards the evening was 
enjoyed by the mcnibera with BonK and 
atory.

ConMent That tUe Domiuion Will Get 
H*T Full .xiiare of the ' 
busiuess. 

Mr. John S. Lirke, the CanadlM trade 
oommtaaloner to Auatralia, reached Vktorla 
from Ostawa yesterday evening and will 

■pend to-day iu consultation with the repra 
aentfttivo bueineaa men of thia oily. He 
leavea for Sydney, his new home, by the 
Warrimoo to-morrow, Mr». 'Larko- and 
family aoooropaoying him. Mr. Lirlte'e 
oommiaaion la an important one and hie 
inatruotiona from the government aro broad 
in the extreme. Ho is to do all in hia power 
toward the development of Cinadlan trade 
with the oolonioa over the eouthern 
seas ; in tho execution of thia important 
miaaion almout everything is Itfc to 
his own good judgment. Oi c.ourao the oon- 
atruc i 'U of the P.»cifio cab'e and the atta n 
ment of a preferential tariff with the Ana- 
tralaaian coloniea aro two big pointa to be 
looked to, and to aocuro their aocompliah- 
ment will engage Mr. Lirkc'a beat ondouv- 
era. While ttiey aro EtiU ocly Bought and 
hoped for, he will, however, beEd hia enar- 
ciea to tho building up of a market for Can- 
adian produota in the Coloniea -In exoh»n«e 
for what Australia auppliua and Oanada does 
not, though tho United Statea hai now a 
firm footing in the colonisp. 

Mr. L»rke does not doubt for a moment 
that Canada will get hor full aharo of tho 
trade. Whatmuat be done, he thinks, ia to 
fitatot all find out what the Austraiiana 
want— and then supply it. Canadiana can 
compete anooeBafuUy, both as regarda qual- 
ity and price, wi'.h the United Stftteo lu al- 
mo3b everything that tho Uttor country now 
senda to Australia. The pioneers of Cana- 
dian trade with AoBtraila have made in 
several oases the mistake, discouraging to 
them, of sending oonalgnmenta ono withuuc 
making any preparation far their intelligent 
introduction. Thereaultwasonlynatural; rhe 
oonBignmenta werea loaa to the ahlppera. Mr. 
L^rko will now take immediate atepa to fand 
out what produota of Canada will be likely to 
be roooivtd with favor in theaiater oolonica 
He will then communioate with the manu- 
fao'.urera and producers directly ioterrated, 
urging them to come out peroually, if poa- 
aible, and prospect the field ; if not, to aend 
their repreaenlatives moat conversant with 
the affiira of their particular trades. These 
ambiaaadora, batter than anyone not apeo- 
ially convoreant with tho demands of the 
particular trades, will be able to estimate 
the requirements of the market; thia done, 
it in no doubt be entered and held with 
prcfl' to the buainess men of Canada, advan^ 
tage to the Dominion itself and satisfaction 
to Auatrallana. 

All along tho line during his westward 
journey Mr. Larko has been interviewed by 
tho representative buaineaa men of the sev- 
eral provinces, who have placed eo many re- 
questa for speoifio Information in his hands 
tnat be will fiad hia time fully occupied for 
months iu the preparation of into"" 
gent repliea. Thia manifeatation of interest 
in his mission has pleased him greatly and 
has done mnoh toward confirming his al 
reidy formed opinion that Cinada is in the 
field for B great portion of tho Auatralaaian 
trade, and will secure it. He will hold no 
formal meeting with the representative pro- 
duoera or manafaoturers here, but will bo 
glad to see all interested in the development 
of Canadian trade at his apartments m tho 
Driard. The fiaheries, lumber mills, furni- 
ture fac'oriep, paper mills, cement works, 
atid many other producing industries of 
Bntiah Columbia, should, In his opinion, 
find a proti-,ablo market for a large portion 
of their output in the Australian coloniea.

THE VICTOUU WATER SUPPLY. 

To viiu. Editor :— Laat month I apcnt a 
fow days iu Victoria, and the subject of tho 
Viotoria water supply waa frequently 
alluded to. Since then your columna havu 
contained various informatiuu and opinions 
bearing upon this aubjeot ; and the city 
council appeura to bo coucernlDg Itself about 
tho matter, and has alao been colleotlog in- 
formation. The principal details for con- 
aideratlou relating thereto are the ohemioal 
analyaie, filtration and the aourae of aupply. 
The proaeno seems an. opportune moment) to 
oSer a few remarks .explaining these suh- 
jeots. 

Cnemioal analysis— The more BBSuranoe 
of B oheniiat that this or that sample of 
water is pure and wholesome ia generally 
accepted by the m»j irlty of people aa a suf- 
ficient guarantee th^o suoh water ia harndesa 
and therefore fit for dietetic purpoaoa. TUu 
obemlat Is able to determine ihe mlaoral 
oonaiituonta in a sample of water ; but the 
living mlcroeoopio animal and vegetable or- 
ganlnma are often tho moat dangerous, and 
therefore tho moat Important, subatancoa 
contained therein ; and theeo ho not only 
fills to detect, but practically destroys and 
oliminatea by the very process used to eati 
inato the organic matter prosent- 

The methods employed by analysts— boar 
In mind I do not, hero iucludo microsoopiatB 
and biologists-— are by incineration by pro- 
longed evaporation below tho boiling water 
point, by albnmenold ammonia prco^^aa, 
by perniangauatn. In these firat 
two motiods tho \i at 'r ia evaporated; tho 
dry reti'ino obtained ia then weighed, and 
ho amuuur, of oarbon and nitrogen thus 
found ard asiumed to represent tho amount 
of org-inio ni itter, bul thia s nail quantity of 
detritus gives no definite oluo to ita real 
origin nor the source from which it came. 
The albumenoid ammonia process is only u 
partial aoalyiis that naeks to determine the 
nitrogenous organic Impurities whioh are 
supposed to be the most dangerous to human 
life," inismuoh as " waters whioh have un 
doubtf dly given rise to typhoid fever have 
been fouud tocmtaln not more than deci- 
mal .().'> part; of albumenoid ammonia In 1,- 
000. OUO parts." Tho permanganate prooesa 
oxidises the organic matter, but does not 
distlDguiah between tho harmleaa and the 
dangeioua mattera that are in solu- 
tion or Buapension. Dr. Franklin, a 
moit eminent authority, the diaoovoror 
of tho second method of aualyais above 
described, stated in the Mid lloabor> u?h 
water CB80 in England: "I have myeolf 
...iicod ono volume of the dejiction of a 
patient dying of cholera with one thousand 
volumes of good water, and have aubmitled 
it to analyaie, and have been unable to de- 
tect anything unusual in tho water. Chomi 
oal analyala is unable to detect these small 
quantities of morbific matter whioh are cal- 
culated to transmit disease to people drink- 
ing the water. 

The moat ekilfdl chemists ha"o timo and 
again utterly failed to dlacorer pollution in 
water that had been pnrpoaely added before 
it was submitted to them in order to tost 
tba value of ohemioal analyses of water. 
Professor Mallet, of the United Statea 
board of health, who worked in oonjnnction 
with other chemists in order to determine 
the valuo of ohemioal analysis of water, saya: 
" It Is not possible to decide as to the 
sanitary quality of the water by the mere 
use of a procesa for the estimation of organio 
matter or ita oonatituanta " Again, daring 
the epidemic of fever in Croydon, near Lon- 
don, one poraon in forty-two living In that 
water district, died, and yet the analytical 
chemists dogmatically and persistently ua- 
sorted that the water was pure. Vears 
afterwards Mr. G. W. Wigner proved, by 
the use of lithia, that sowtrago found lia 
way luto the Croydon woter comjiany's 
wells. Tho llthia was put. into tho ajil at 
certain distances from tho company's wells 
and when tho wells wore lowerid it was 
found to have penetrated into ihem. Thia 
waa proved by spectrum analysia, by which 
means alone one three hundred thousandth 
part of a grain of lithia can be found in a 
gallon of water. 

Filtration.— The advocates of filtration 
are numerous, and look upon a filter, eapec- 
lally If it Is ono of their own make, as an ab- 
solata safeguard against the evils of impure 
water. Filter manafaoturers and their 
agents offer their- wares aa ao infallible rem- 
edy against disease. Filters are merely me- 
chanical screens, and their effioienoy de- 
pends upon their oooatruction, ventilation, 
aud the aeleotlon and quality of those mater- 
ials used in them that will more or leas pur- 
ify water, such aa animal charcoal, Spencer's 
carbide, spongy iron, sand ond other mater- 
ials. Tho purification of tho water ia ob- 
taiaod by the passage of tho lliiid l hrough 
tho inleretices of the filter and m in tho ic- 
verse ratio of the speed of the filtration. 
Filters Improve after being tor some time in 
use under nearly tho eame pressure ; but tho 
leea pressure applied in forcing the waier 
through them the more perfect will bo tho 
purification. The assertions of agents who 
sell " quick filters " must be received f((?)i 
(jrano 

It has been assumed that the sand filtor 
properly arranged is germ proof : but during 
the epidemic in Berlin in 1889 Profusaor 
ICoch and others proved that these clnasea of 
liacrs were useless, and that the bacteria 
passed through them all the time in 
great abundacca. These filters were in- 
capable of retaining the spores of the ordin- 
ary bacteria. Mr. C. Folkard, an authority, 
aiys " Filtration is another remedy put for- 
ward us infalliblo by those who have not 
grasped the subject. How can filtration 
afTic" Eubatances diasolved in water? and as 
lor tho miiiulo organiania formed in putres- 
cent bodies they could pass a hundred 
or even a thtuiaiul abreast through 
tho inteiB'ilial apauca of ordinary s.iud 
aa used for this purpoBe." There ie no 
such t'liiig lis an absolutely gorm p'oof 
filter, all hough mar y urtlciea are sold as 
such. The noareot approach to a gerni 
proof filter are probably the Cumberland and 
I'asteur procelaio oylindora. 0.ie of tboao 
MltorB waa teetod for a gorm-freo filtrate by 
Dr. Kuber. The watoi employed in the 
t' St contained oultivutsd bucti'ria. " 'I'he 
filtrate wua at first sterile, aud ihen, after 
the lapse of three days, on thoavera.o, a 
few o< lonic8 of extraordinarily active and 
most fluorescent water bacillua inado their 
appearance. These were followed two diys 
later by bacteria in great variety." 

Souroo of aupply : It is absolutely noooa- 
aary to aeck a pure aouroe <^t water, and it 
ia folly to rely upon fitters to purify 
water drawn from on impure supply. 
Likea and ponds aro known by experience 
to be very dangoroua souroea of supply, 
especially when they are converted into 
storage ro'orvoirs, and the natural oveiflovv 
is checked. Tho Registrar Gouoral's ret urns 
from iijngland show that wherever lake 
water has been supplied to a town tho 
death rate was excessive. Onod drinking 
wator'must bo well aerated, and should con- 
tain 'J oubio Inches of oxygen air and of 
nitrogen per gallon of water. Such woter 
cannot be drawn from alill lakes without an 
overfiow. Tho pabulum formed at the bot- 
tom of a lake ia congenial to animal and 
vegetable llfo and their production and 
growth will bo moro rapid as soon 
UB tho outleta of tho lake are dammed. 
In tho case of the pollution of 
tho water aupply o.f Rooheslor, N. Y , 
in 1888, it was found that the trouble 
WRi oMud by the growth pf n large qaw 



tity of volox globntor, a unicellular alga 
that caused a ttthy taste aud amell In the 
wa'er. " 

Protesaora Tyndall, Pasteur, Kooh ond 
other eminent authorities have proved how 
littlo is known by ohemiato, microaoopiats 
and biologiata about the deadliest things 
ooiitaiuod in impure water. Professor 
Tyndall romarka : "The only aa'e plan is 
t.i draw watir supplica from aourooa where 
oontHmin*t«(iu o,.uld not coma into play." 

Motion and aek'ation by means of the oxy- 
gen in the air are natnre'e methoda of puri- 
fying water, so where running water can bo 
obtained it Is always preferable .to Jake 
water. If such cannot be obtained, then 
reoourao may be had to deep wells. Parla 
haa two Independent water aupply ayatema ; 
one of 31,000,000 gallons per d»y of spring 
water for domestic uses, and another of 100,- 
000,000 gallons a day for mapufaotorlea and 
muuiclpal purposes London has a partial 
supply of 12 000,000 gallons o day drawn 
from wolla sunk In the chalk formation. 

The report of tho Queensland government 
hydraulic engineer for tho year ending 1892, 
shows that there are eighteen government 
and about 211 private welle or borea. Tho 
number of feet bored In Queenslard artesian 
wells Btthe end of 1892 wna S.'iT.Sl.'l feet. 
Home of these wells aro ovoillowirg, aud are 
moro than .'t 000 (throe thousand) toot deep 
Twonf them yield .1,000,000 (four mllliou) 
K'Ulnns a day, and five of them yield over 
;!.000 000 gallona a day. 

1 offer these ft-i^'s as likely to prove use 
ful to those at present interested in tho 
most importanti question of the City of Vic 
toria water supply.

wlio own these pianos arc solely puzzleil 
to know exactly what sort oE covers 
would prove most artistic, useful and 
appropriate. To help them as well as 
tho owners of the square and tho up- 
right piano a design originally made 
for Till) Ladies' Honio Journal is niado 
in two iriuccs. Tlio upper portion is 
made to lit tlio curve. Tho fall, which 
is about tho depth of thu body of tho 
piano, is liuished with fringe. Tlio 
pieces are joined together when the em- 
broidery is complete. 

Tho first thing to bo considered is the 
selection of color and material, for tlui 
piano cover must be of tho colors pro- 
dominating in tho parlor, music room 
or drawing room whore tho piano lina 
its place. Should thu background bo a 
soft gray green tho design as shown 
would bo eliarniiiig worked in contrast- 
ing shades of gray groon cither in solid 
effects or simply outlined or heavily 
couched, Nvitli tho steins in gold thread. 
Tho design thus treated would not be 
apt to pucker under tlio needle, ("liiiia 
silk could bo utilized for this cover if 
lined buforo working with soft nuislin. 
Tlio softness of this fabric would loud 
additional beauty to the effect when 
worked. 

When both the top and border arc 
embroidered, join together witli a little 
frili of tho china silk, which can bo 
made as fall as the taste dictates. If 
the finish is preferred plain, the border 
could bo made deep onongh to allow for 
the edge. This particular linisli is best 
.idapted to china silk or any very soft 
fabric, a cord being almost too stilt even 
when niado as soft and pliable as possi- 
ble. Tho fringe should bo of tho same 
color as tho background and made of 
silk not very heavy and qnito narrow. 
A knotted fringe is preferable, as it has 
a lighter effect Uso for tho reverse side 
the satin finish lining which comes for 
such purposes, .

SIX MU.STH'i IN PEISON. . 

Labor Leader Debs Convicted anil Sentenced 
by llie CliU'ii;;ii Courts. 

Ciiir,-,!;), l),-c. M— ICugonc Debs, preai. 
dent of thu A R U. , li'ju bnen found guilty 
of u'Dteinpt and oenteaced to six months' 
imprisonment for his conneotion with thn 
recent railway strikes. The rest of the de- 
fendants received three months, with tho 
exception cf MoVo'n, who has not been 
sentenced yet. lu hia lU ciaion J iidjjo Woods 
reviews the case against Dobs and others at 
length. Ha saya the defendants, beaidoa 
denying that any violation of tho icjunotion 
hid been vrnved against them, asserted 
that the iiijuiicion waa invalid on tho ground 
that the Court, bad no juriediotlon. Without 
giiing iuto details. Judge Woods oonlinuea : 
" L'he chargo made «g»ln»t tho defendants 
was thatthey wercongaged in a oonapiracy to 
hiader and interrupt inlera'oto commcrco 
uud the oarriaga of the muila ou the roads 
oentring in Caioago." Tho judge here 
quotes a numbtr of law authorities on what 
ooratittttes a poblio nnisaooe, and further 
quotes the law to show that the federal 
courts have authority to protect bighwaya 
of interstate commmerce. The right of the 
federal government to obtain an irj'inction 
against tho dofendauts waa also asserted 
uuon the grounds of proprietary rights in 
I ho mails. Judge Wooda, in reforring to 
tho contention of tho difendoots that the 
act of cungresa of July 1800, la directed 
at capital and not at organiz itiona of labor 
in any form, huUia that combinations are 
cnudemned by tho act, not only in ciiso cf 
truata, but in whatever form found if they 
tend to restrain trade. He declares that 
tho purpose of Ujba and his uasooiates to 
paralyzj the interatato commerce of tho 
C'luncry is conclusively shown, and ho holds 
them guilty of cinepirucy under tho act uf 
July 2, 1890. 



LABOR CONTENTION. 

Tronblons Scenes and an Adjoaminent In 
Confailon. 

Dksvek, Deo. 14 — The sooialiit delegates 
of tho Federation of Labor cnucuaaed last 
night and decided to atand as a unit on all 
matters of politica and platform. At to- 
diiy'a aesaion the reaolution oommit- 
t3o reported favorably upon o num- 
ber of boycott requeeta and thiy were 
acuepted by tho convention without debste. 
A letter waa rend from (jovornor Waite at- 
tacking capital and President Cleveland 
for hi-i alleged unconstitutional uHe cl federal 
treopa. "The United States Senate ia a 
houso for millionairea," ho declared, 
and ho appealed to tho laboring men 
not to aujiport tho politioul party which hau 
declared lor them. The political platform 
ivaa next brought up. The trouble begun 
wiih the reading of the preamble, which re- 
cites "that the trade uuioniats of Great 
Britain have, by the light of ei- 
perienco and the logic of progreae, 
adopted the principle of independent 
labor politioRas an anzlliary to their econ- 
r m'c action." Dalegate Strasser, of Mew 
lerbey, declared that the preamble was a 
misreproeoDtation and he moved to strike it 
eul oniirely. A (cene of confusion ensued, 
during which the President's hammer Cor 
udj lurnment fell. 



ALIEN ANAKCHISrS. 

Senator lIin'sLaw to Provide for Tbelr Exclo- 
slon and Deportation If in the Country. 

WASiitNaTOK, Deo. 14. — The biUtopro' 
vide for the exclusion and deportation of 
alien unarohista, wbioh was introduced In 
the Senate by Mr. Hill, of New York, last 
session and which passed that body 
and is now on the calendar of the house, 
was tho subject of consideration to-day at 
tho bouBo j'jdioiary oomroittea. After some 
dlecuesion two amendtnents to the bill ware 
agreed upon. One la that the power of de- 
portaiioD shall be confined to the United 
States courts, and only conferred upon the 
State c9urtB where the laws of the state 
provide for such aotion. Tho other amend- 
mouta strike out aeotiou which provides 
for tho appointment tf a number of emi- 
I7rant eniDiuiaBionem at an annual anlary of 
?2..'jOO, ai.d rKjuires that tho duties fliall 
be performed by the United Stat(8 coneuls 
iiniier ri'gulationa prepared by the secretary 
of Blato and secretary of the treasury and 
approved by the President.

The Town Council of Cork Condemns the 
Government for Not Eelenilne 
Them. 

CouK, Deo. 14 — The Mayor caused an 

uproar in tho town council to day by moving 
that tho government bo condemned for re- 
fusing lo relcBBo tho Irish political priBonorr, 
After a heated dobato thn anti-Parnollitu 
mombora withdrew among joora and hisncs, 
and tho motion waa adopted by a veto of 18 
toll.

This is vir- 
tually the cfTer that I made with tho first 
Valkyrio, which tho New York club ro- 
fused. 1 1 is their turn to offer now. I con- 
sider tho suggestion that the challenge must 
be through some other olub than the Royal 
Yacht E(]uadron unworthy of discutaion."
